basis for a full conference. The present good to 
be accomplished would be to arrest the secession 
movement, until the question, as to whether the 
Union can be preserved upon fair and honorable 
terms, can be fully tested. If there he a basis 
for the adjustment of jur difficulties within the 
Union, n"thing should be left undone in order to 
its development. To this end, it seems to me 
there should be a conference of the States in 
some form, and it appe irs to me the form above 
suggested would be most effective. I. therefore, 
a9 t!ie Governor of a State having as deep a stake 
in the perpetuity of the Union, and at the same 
t-me as much solicitude for the maintenance of 
the institution of slavery as anv other, would 
respectfully beg leave to submit for yourconsid- 
e.ation the follow ng outline of propositions: 

1st. Repeal, by an ame dinent of the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, all lawt in the free Slate* 
it anv decree nullifying or obstructing the exe- 
cution of the fugitive slave law. 

Amendments to paid law to enforce its 
thorough execution in all the free Stales, pro- 
viding compensation to the owner of the slave 
from the State which fails to deliver him up under 
the requirements of the law, or throws obstruc- 
tions in the way of his recovery.

Government Finances. 

RFjrOST OK HIE SfCRETARY 1 F THE TREASURY. 

Theteport of lion. Howell C'>bb, Secretary 
of the Treasury, to the lower [louse of Con 
Kress, is a concise b'tt very interesting document 
— the straightened condition of the finances of the 
government, which have been adversely affected 
by the unexpected political troubles of the coun- 
try, giving it special importance just now. 

THE LA9T FISCAL YEAR. 

The report phows that ihe aggre/ate means 
for the support of the government during the fis 
cal vear ending June 30, 1*60, amounted to $■»!,- 
09L306 43, inclusive of a balance of $4,339,275 
54 which remained over In the treasury from the 
previous year. 

The expenditure durine the fiscal rear ending 
June 30, lt-60, was $77,460,102 72, (inclusive of 
$17,613,628 of public debt redeemed.) which, 
deducted from the aggregate receipts as above of 
$81,091,309 53. left a balance in the treasury on 
the 1st of July last of $3 C29.2 I6 71. 

Of the receipts during the last year, $19,395,- 
200 were from treasury notes tinder the act of 
December 23. l r _S7, and $1,380,000 from loau.

Carolinas they havo a vast multitude of 
f£x!ftM. Whsre this is tha case in any part of 
tha world, those who arc free arj by far the most 
proud and jealous of their freedom. Freedom 
is to them not only an employment, but a kind 
of rank and privilege. Not seeing there that 
freedom, as in countries where it is a common 
blessing, and as broad and general as the air, 
may be united with much abject toil — with 
great misery — with all the exterior of servi- 
tude; liberty looks, among them, like some- 
thing that is more noble and liberal. I do 
not mean, sir, to commend the superior moral- 
ity of this sentiment, which has at least as 
much pride as virtue in it, but I cannot alter 
the nature of man. The fact is so, and those 
people of the Southern Colonies are much 
more strongly, and with a higher and more 
stubborn spirit, attached to liberty than those 
to the Northward. Such were all the An- 
cient Commonwealths — such were our Gothic 
ancestors — such in our days were the Poles, 
and such will be all masters of slaves, who 
are not slaves themselves. In such a people 
tho haughtiness of domination combines 
with the spirit of freedom, fortifies it, and ren- 
ders it invincille."

$1,446,009 26 to meet a delicien y in the Post- 
office Depart men t produce I by the failure of the 
post office appropriation bill at the second sts 
sion of the thirty -fifth Congress — thereby caus- 
ing this amount to be paid and charged in the ex- 
penditure of the fiscal year ending June 30, lc-60, 
though in point of fact the service was rendered 
and the liability incurred in the proceeding year. 
It should be borne in mind dial the sum of $•>'■), 
o4S, 374 72, included not only payments grow 
itig out of such an appropriations as had been es 
limited for the department, but all other sums ap- 
propriated by Contiress. 'I here is no reason wh\ 
the expenditure for the present or next li-cal 
year should exceed that of the last year. Al 
lowing, however a margin for an incre.ve, it may 
be safely stated that the expenses for the two 
vears will not exceed $60,000,00'f each — making 
the amnmt to beprovidid for $120,000,000 The 
estimated means of Ihe trea-ury for the Same 
period are. I'or the year ending June 30, lb62, 
$164,250,000, which would leave an excess ol 
estimated means overestimated expenditure ol 
$7 59s5.!JU5 74. 

Tnc estimate of receipts into the Treasury- 
have been made without reference to the financial 
and commercial panic, which has assumed so 
threatening an aspect w-ithin the last few days, 
and of which I shall speak more fully herealter. 
The counrry was never in a more prosperous con 
dition. Our planters and farmers have been 
blest, as a genet al rule with abundant crops, and 
were realizing remunerative prices for all kinds 
of products. The exports of the last fi-cal year 
had reached the enormous sum of $4'I0. 122,2116. 
and the imp iris for the same period 362.163,941, 
vieldinff a ie venue from customs of $53,186,61 1 
87. The exports of dnmtstic produce for the 
present fiscal year, as far as they have been re 
ceived, indicate an increase full equal, if not 
greater, than that of preceding years, thus au 
thonzing the estimate of increased revenue j 
from that source. Apart, therefore, from the 
threatened embarrassment! in the trade and bust 
neas ot the country, these estimates, both of ex < 
penditure and receipts, would be submitted to i 
Congress with great confidence that they would 
not vary very far fr>m the actual results. 

It is impossible to anticipate the effects which 
this threatened revulsion will rrnduceupon f lie 
business of the country. Theabstnceot all the 
ordinary causes for such a i-tale of things leaves 
no data upon which to make calculations — «ll the 
elements of prosperity are in exi-tence — nbnn- 
dant crops with remunerative prices, money seek 
ing safe investments, and, indeed, everything to 
indicate more than the Usual increase in tr-ide 
and business. The causes wl ich have so suddenly 
arrested this tide of [ rosperty must be looked for [ 
outside of the financial and comnierei il operations 
of the country; they are of apolitical character, 
and therefore so dependent for their ultimate tf 
lect upon future developments that it is impos. 
Table, at present, to say what will be the extent of 
tiieir ,ufiueace If, ne auuve suppose, lacy sro 



merely t»-mporary, and will soon pass away, then 
there will be no necessity for any action of Con- 
gress, except to provide for the embarrassments 
already existing in consequence of them. If, on 
the other hand, the efTecl should prove more per- 
manent, the fact will be made manifest duiing 
the present session of Congress, and in time for 
>-uch action as will provide the necessary means 
to carry on the operations of the government and 
pre-ei ve the public credit. 

Already has the Treasury been seriously af 
fected bv their causes. The receipts from cu-toms 
for the last few daw have greatly fallen off, and 
the limited amount received is composed each 
day of an increased proportion ot Treasury notes 
not yet due. The indications are th»t Sin h will, 
at lea-t for ihe pie-ent, continue to be the case, 
not - nly so, but in consequence of the failure ol 
bidders for the late loan to comply with the terms 
of their bids, a portion of the ordinary revenue.- 
has been withdrawn from the ordinary sources o| 
expenditure to meet the pivmetit of Treasury 
notes past due, and the interest thereon. This 
condition of things demands the immediate at- 
tention of Congress, and its early netion will be 
required to enable the department to carv on the 
operations of the government, and al the Same 
time rreserve utiimpared the public credit. 

The permanent public dt bt on June 30, I860, 
wis $45,079, 2 13 08, and the outstanding Treas- 
ury notes at that dale amounted to $19,690,500. 

By the act of June 22. |f60. prut mini was 
nude for ihe redemption of Treasury notes and 
payment of the interest thereon. This act pro 
vided for the issuing of stock for 1111 amount not 
exceeding $94 ,000,000, at a rate of interest "mil 
exceeding 6 per centum per annum, and to b» 
reimbursed within a period not beyond tw, nty 
years and not less than ten years "It was the 
policy of the department to negotiate this loan 
for such amounts and at such time as would place 
the motley in the Treasury In meet these Treas- 
ury Doles as they should tail due. To have ne- 
gotiated the whole amount iheieof. or any portion 
in advance of the notes falling due, would have 
subjected the gorertoaieul to the nmilf fssai 1 
pax ment of interest during the lime the money 
would have remained in the vaults of the Treas- 
ury uncalled for. There was no powtr in the 
department to call in the Treasury notes until they 
became due. Be-ides, the withdrawal of such an 
amount of specie from the public would have been 
attended with lite most injurious effects upon the 
financial operations of the country. For these 
reasons, no netrotiation of any portion of die h-au 
was attempted until the 8th day ol" September, 
i860, when proposals were invited for ten millions 
of the lo<n, which was ample to meet all the 
Trea-ury notes that would fall due before Janu 
arv 1. letil. The rate of interest was fixed al 
five per centum peraii'oim. under the conviction 
that the loan could be readily negotiated at thai 
rate; lor at that time the five per cent, stock ol 
the Uniltd Slates was sidling In the market at a 
premium of three per cent. The re: ult realized 
this just expectation, and the whole amount of- 
fered was taken either at par or a small premium. 
Before, however, the time had iiriived for pay- 
ment 011 the part of the bidder-, the financial 
crisis, to which I have alieady referred, came. 

Some of the bidders pr imptly • o w h 

their proposals, and others were willing to do so, 
if lequired by the department, though il would 
be al a eon-iderable sacr ifi ce! Under these cir- 
cumstances an additional term ol thirty days was 
given to all hiddeis w ho would deposit one-halt 
of the amount of their bids within the time 
originally prescribed. Most of the bidders avail 
ed Ihl mselTSS of this extension, and made Iheii 
depo-Us accordincly on or before the 22d No- 
vember, lc60. A portion, however, failed i-.il 
so, and to them the additional thirty davs has 
been offered, on condition that they would in- 
crease their forfeit deposit of one per cent, ip 
fixe per cent. To this proposition no response 
has as yet been received. The amount of the 
loan awarded to this last class of bidle. - 
$1,099,000. 

'I he qiuslinn presents itself, what action shall 
be taken in reference to the slock which may be 
thus foifeited? There is no power in the de- 
partini nt, as ihe law now sai ds, to meet the case. 
It is tecommended that Congress should imtne 
dtalely authorize the department 10 dispose ot 
this slock vpou 1 lie best possible terms, holding 
the del iiiltiiig bidders responsible for ihe differ 
ence between their bids and ihe amount for 
which the stock can now be negotiated. The 
necessities of the Treasury demand promp: ac- 
tion on this subject. Not only are the treasury 
notes pa-l due rapidly eumint: in tor redemption, 
but, as air* ady stated, those not due ate being 
pailiti fi r customs, thereby withdrawing from 
the regular operations of the government its 
piuieipal source of revenue. 

To meel the remaining outstanding treasury 
notes and i ilerest thereon, there is yet to lie ne 
golialed eleven millions of ihe stock authorized 
by ihe act of June 22, 1860. The statement 
pist made of the difficulties BStffSMfpOg the pay- 
ment lor the stock *)iea>fy sold. 111 uonnevtfon 
Willi the fact tint capitalists, in the present con- 
dition of ihe coi 1 try, seem MrWi ling 10 in 
reel in United States stock at par, renders il al 
most eei tain that Ing remaining eleven millions 
cannot now be negotiated upon terms acceptable 
10 the government. The con lii i->n of ihe Treasu- 
ry is such lhat no serious delay can be indulged. 
I recommend, theref ore, the repeal ul so much of 
Ihe act of June 22, I860, a- authorizes the issuing 
of this additional eleven millions of stock, and 
that abt ROI it V be given for the issuum of ireasu 
ry notes 10 ihe same amount, to be negotiated 
atsuchrtles as will command the confidence ol 
the country . To create that confidence. I re- 
cointneiiii lhat the public lands be pnguUklati ma I 
Iv pledged for the ultimate redemption of all the 
treasury notes which it may become necessary to 
issue. 1 make this lecoiumendalion of sub-titti- 
ling treasury n oes tor siock the more readily 
from ihe couviction that there should always ex 
ist in the department, power to issue treusurv 
notes lor a lim led amount, under the direction ol 
Ihe I'resident, to meet unfoieseett contingencies. 
It is a power wh eh can never Le abi-s d, as li e 
amount realized from such source eau only be 
used 10 meel lawful demands upon tl e Tieastiry. 
No Secretary of the Treasm y or President 
would ever exercise il, except compelled to do 
ro tiy the exigencies of the public service. On 
the other hand, it would enable the Government 
Mi ra -el without emharra.-smeiit those sudden re- 
1 Is otis to which ihe country is always liable, 
net w:iich cant ot always be anticipated. 

I have already stated lhat provision should be 
•lade at once to relieve the tre.-isuty from its 
resent embarrassments, produced by ihe causes 
elened to. To do this. Congress should author 
te the issuing of an additional amount of Trees 
ry notes, not less than ten millions of dollars. 
.Villi these menus the department will be enabled

Letter B'l-oiii V. .\» V reaidc 11 1 I*icice. 

The Constitution publishes the following 
letter from ex-l'rcsident Pierce, written to a 
friend in Washington: 

Lowf.i.i., Mass., November 2G, I860. 

My D. ar Sir: Your letter was recei»cd at 
Concord, on Saturday, and I should have answer- 
ed it while there if 1 could have found a little 
interval ol leisure. I am here to day on business, 
and can therefore do scarcely mote tfcga to thank 
you; but let so UM ch, al least, be said. 

The apprehensions which you so fore'd ly fx 
pre-s did not increase mine. You know how 
sincerely and earne stly 1 have for \e-.rs depreca- 
ted the causes which, if not removed, I foresaw 
must produce the fearful crisis whieh is now upon 
us; and 1 know how iueffeclual, in this section, 
have been all warnings of patriulism and ordinary- 
forecast. Now, for the first lime, men are com- 
pelled to open theireyes, as if aroused Irom some 
strange delusion, upon a full \ i.-w of the ie arness 
and magnitude of impending calamities. It is worse 
than idh — it is foolhardy — 10 discuss the p«*» 
tion of probable relative sutferiug and loss i 1 dif 
erent sections of the Union. 

In case of disruption, we shall all be involved 
in common financial emb arr issmcul and ruin, and, 
I tear, in comtn ui destruction, so much more ap- 
palling than any attendant upon mere sacrifice ot 
property, lhat one involuntary turns even from 
its contemplation. To my mind one thinz is 
clear — no wise man can. under existing Circum- 
stance* 1 , dream of coercion. The first blow 
sir jck in that direction will be a blow fatal even 
to hope. 

You have observed, of course, how seriously 
commercial confidence, and consequently the 
price ol stocks, fee. , have alrerdy been shaken 
al the N'.rth. and yet there is in ihe public mind 
a very imperfect apprehension ol ihe real danger. 
S'ill there are indications of a disposition to re 
peal laws dire.-ted against the eoMgtitg tonal 
rlghUof ihe Southern Stales — -ur-h as "personal 
liberty bills," &t\ — and if we could gain a littlj 
lime, there would seem to be ground ofhopethat 
ihesejust causes of distrust and dissatisfaction 
may be remoi ed. 

I trust ihe South will make a large ''rift on 
their devotion 10 the Union, and be guided by the 
w-ise moderation which the exigency so urgently 
calls for. Can il be that this Hag, with nil the 
-tars in their places, is no lonirer 10 float at home 
— abroad and always as an emblem of oiir united 
power, common freedom and unchallenged secur- 
ity ? Can 11 be tint it is 10 go down in darkness, if 
not in blood, before we have completed a single 
century of our independent national existence? 

I agree with you tint madness'has ruled the 
hour in pushing forward a line of aggressions upon 
the South, but I will not despair of returning rea- 
son, and of a re awakened sense of constitutional 
right and duty. I will still look with eat nest 
hope for the full and speedy vindication of the 
coequal rights and coequal obligations of these 
States, and for restored fia'ernity under the 
present constant 0 n— fraternity secured by follow - 
ing the example of ihe fullers of the Republic — 
fraternity based upon admission and cheerlul 
maintenance of all the provisions and require- 
ments of the sacred in-triime'it under which lliev 
-mil their children have been so signally blessed. 
When that hope shall perish, if perish it mu«t, 
life itself, my friend, will lute us value lor you 
and me. 

II is apparent that much will d»pend upon Ihe 
views exprcs.ed and the lone and lemper inani- 
fesled duiing the earlv davs of the Session of Con- 
gress row near at hand. May the God of our 
fathers guide the counsel*: ot those who, in the 
different departments of ^overtime nt, are inve-tcd, 
■ n lhis critical epoch, w ith respousibilit ies link no wu 
since the sitting of the convention which framed 
the Coil: tilut 1011. Your friend.

He reverts to the repealed ag- 
gressions on the part ol 1 he North, by their Per- 
sonal Liberty Bills; by their refusal to allow Ihe 
return of fugitives; tiy the enactment of their 
laws apainsi the fugitive slave law. The elec- 
tion of Lincoln shows that the Northern mind Is 
poisoned against us. The large majority in the 
Norlhern States exhibits an evidence of Ihe uni 
versality of feel.ng of ho tility to our instit"- 
tions. The wise counsels of our fathers are for 
gotten. The fraternal remonstrances of the 
South, whelh' r from individuals or States, are 
discarded. He recommends a convention, and 
s ivs lhat Louisiana onoht not lo refu-e to meet 
lo r si-ter slaveholding States in council, there 
unitedly tndetermiue upon a firm demand to be 
made upon the Northern State* for a repeal of 
obnoxious le^i-laiion mid a In lure gnar.nlee 
agaiu-l such measures. The action of Louisiana 
should not be unreasonably | ostponed. She should 
meet and determine ihe e questions before ihe 
inauguration of a Republican President. It dors 
not comport with the honor and sell re«pect of 
Louisiana as a slaveholdiu^Staie lo remain under 
a Black Repitbl'can President He unhesitating- 
ly tecommends lhat she assist her sisier States 
wiih the same alacrity, courage, and calmness 
with which 1 hey as-ist each other. 

A resolution recommends ihe creation of a 
military tioaril, the purchase of arms for dis'ribu- 
tion among the volunteer companies ol the State, 
and asks an appropriation of not less than $500, 
000 Tor such purchase. 

Col. Jaqnea's petition for tho Standing Com 
millee on the Militia lo propose a l iil lor organ- 
izing and arming Ihe militia of the State, wiih 
ihe Convention bill, were relerred with thi 
Governor's message, 10 a Joint Coo-millee. 

There was no excitement, b it everything was 
cool and calm. The members were not disposed 
to hasty action, but were 111 favor of preparing for 
any emergency.

— While the most con- 
servative Congressmen Ireely express the belief 
that there is no prospect whatever ril preventing 
other States from following the secession exam- 
ple of South Carolina, others are hopeful that 
BO m Sthitlg may yet be done in the way of com 
promi-e, which may at least preserve the border 
slavi holding States in the Union With the Don- 
slaveholding Slates. Among the plans suggest- 
ed by gentlemen belonging lo the latter class of 
Congressmen, is the establishment ol a line, by 
nn amendment to ihe Constitution, similar to the 
Missouri Compromise. 

Other amendments have been submitted to 
the consideration of members Irom all lections 
of the country As they have received some 
degree of favor, it may be mentioned they pro- 
vide: 

1. That the Territory shall not be acquired 
otherwise than by the treaty. 

2. The whole inhabitants of any Territory 
numbering 20,000 shall h. vc the right to elect ail 
officers necessary for its good, under the rules 
prescribed by an act of Congress, and the Legis- 
lature thereol m ly determine whether to recog- 
nize slavery or not during its Territorial exist- 
ence. 

3. Whenever any Territory, preparatory to 
its assuming State sovereignty, having white in- 
habitants equal to the number required lor a Re- 
presenta. ive in Congress, and having submitted 
its Constitution to a vote of the people, applies 
for admission, it shall be admitted into the 
Union, whatever may be its prov sions in regard 
to si ivery, upon an equal fooling with the origin il 
Slates.
